Albany, N. Y., Sept. 25.-The ques- 


tion as to whether or not Governor 
Sulzer will be held accountable for 
acts committed before he took office 
will not be decided until the flual dis- 
position of the case. In the meantime 
evidence will be heard on the charges 
regarding these acts. 


This was the decision reached by the 


• court of impeachment after the argu- 
' ments had 
been heard. 
Presiding 


Judge Cullen created a big surprise In 
the courtroom when he suggested the 
procedure. 
The court voted on the 


question, and the result was In favor 
of Judge Cullen's suggestion—47 to 7. 
' Those who voted against the motion 


were Senators Duhamel, Herrick, Mc- 


, Knight, O'Keefe, Peckham and Whee- 


tar.Counsel for Sulzer then presented the 
•orernor'B answer. It was a general 


t denial. He admitted that he had made 
', the statement as to campaign contri- 
' buttons'and said that he made It in 
good faith. After this Eugene Lamb 


Impeachment, the assembly had no 
power to accuse an official for acts 
committed before having taken office. 


"This attempt on the part of the 


managers to remove William Sulzer for 
acts, performed while he was a private 
citizen," Mr. Fox continued, "is a nov- 
el doctrine never heard before in any 
coert of Justice In this state, never 
breached In any constitutional conven 


tton, never submitted to any English 
speaking people." 
Mr. Fox declared he would make 


"not a threat, for that would be as idle 
„ it would be unbecoming, but an ap 
neal to some of the members of this 
Srnrt whose right to sit is uncnal 
lenged, but whose attitude, as I con 
ceive it. is not proper. 


The Impatience of Majorities.

"It may be that the present attem 


on the part of the assembly of the sta 
of New York is but an expression, u 
conscious perhaps on their part, 
this so called spirit of the times to 
brush aside all obstacles, deride all ob- 
jections based on mere conformity to 
law and proceed at once to the object 
which, in the view of the majority, 
the public welfare may seem to de- 
mand.
